GENERAL CROCK’'S CAMPAIGN. 

fhe war department has received noreply 
to its telegram of caution to General Crook, 
and has no knowledge of Crook's wherea- 
beuts, bevond what is gathered from the 
press dispatches, but it has no doubt that he 
is actually in Mexico, as stated, at the Mexi- 
can legation. Some anxiety seems to be felt 
that the attitude of the Mexican government 
in relation to the crossing of the border by 
United States troops in pursuit of hostile In- 
dians should be correctly stated. It isthought 
that the circumstances under which orders 
were issued last Saturday to General Crook, 
notifying him to adhere strictly to the terms of 
convention between two countries, bave not 
peen fully explained, and that the impres- 
may be created that the application of 
this government for the modifi- 
cation of the convention was 
made some time ago, and refused at a: ciiti- 
eal moment when General Crook had crossed 
the border. The circumstances as they were 
reported to an associated press reporter, who 
cailed at the legation to-night, are as follows: 
On the 20th of July, 1882, the Mexican gov- 
ernment signed in this city, an agreement

with the United States govern- 
ment, by virtue of which regular 
troops of each country were authorized 


to pass over the border into the territory of 
the other in pursuit of hostile Indians, under 
certain limitations, which were at the time 
thought convenient and desirable by both 
contracting parties. On the 24th of April, 
1883, the state department propesed to the 
Mexican government, through the legation 


here, material modifications of the agree- 
ment of July 1882, which were, 
in substance, * that commanders 


of the United States and Mexican troops be 
authorized to change the terms of agreement, 
when in their judgment it was advisable, so 
that the commander of either army might 
cross the border with his troops to attack the 
hostile Indians atany time. Senor Romero, 
Mexican ‘minister here, telegraphed the 
terms of tLe proposition to bis government, 


ani on the 26th he received an answer 
from the Meaican secretary of state to the 
effect that nu change in the agreement 


could be made except in the shape of a new 
treaty, which must be ratitied by the Mexican 
senate, but that the Mexican government 
were ready to consider all modifications pro- 
posed by the United States, and would accept 
such as in their opinion were calculated to 
attain the object of that agreement, which, 
as they understand it, was a speedy destruc- 
tign of the hostile Indians. It is explained 
that the Mexiean constitution requires the 


consent of the Mexican senate to the 
passing of foreign troops through 
Mexican territory, the same formality 


being necessary for this as for the ratification 
of the treaty, the Mexican executive not be- 
ing empowered to act in either case without 
the approval of the senace. No official infor- 
mation has been received at the legation of the 
crossing of General Crook’s forces, but it 1s 
thought that they are already in Mexico and 


that General. Crook’s movement was 
the result of a mutual agree- 
ment between him and the Mexican 


‘commander under which the former has 
been enabled to enter into Mexico, with 
the consent of the Mexican government to- 
gether with the co-operation of Mexican 
troops. The opinion is also expressed at 
the legation that the failure of the Mexican 
government to accept immediately the mod- 
ifications of the existing agreement proposed 
by the United States, will not interfere with 
tue success of Crook’s operations against the 
Chiricahua Indians.

THOMPSON HELD FOR MURDER. 


The MNarredsburg Grand Jury find a True Bill 
Sgeinst Thompson. 

HarropspunG, May 3.—The grand jury has 
returned a true bill for murder against Phil 
Thompson, the slayer of Davis. Among the 
Witnesses to the Cincinnati episode were 
Charies G. Roth, proprietor of the Bt. Clair 
hotel, of Cincinnati, his wife, Louisa Roth, 
and the night watchman, John Maurer. 
Maurer stated in substance that he is the 
hight watchman of the St. Ciair; runs the 
elevator after night. On the 8th of lest No- 
Yermmber about 9 p.m, a lacy and gentleman, 
represented to be Mr. Davis and Mrs. P. B. 
Thompson, ef Harrodsburg, Kentucky—the 
gentieman a fleshy, fuil-faced man, and: the 
lady medium sized—came to the elevator and 
asked to be taken upstairs. They were both 
évidentiy drunk. When they reached 
the fourth fluor, the lady started toward No. 
4%, Miss Buckner’s room, where she was stay- 
ing. The gentleman, seeing that she was not 
following him, said: ‘Come on; thisis our 
room." The lady then followed him, stag- 
&*Ting into room No. 19. Ithen went to Mr. 
Moth and toid him that the lady who wasstay- 
‘NK With Miss Buckner had gone into No, 19 
With agenulieman. Mr. Rothsaid: “Allright, 
John, | will attend to it.” I then went down 
‘airs, and at balf past ten went up to (ura 
Gown the lights. The lady had just come out 
of 19, snd the gentleman was fol. 
lowing her. | was angry, and said: ‘Where 


had retired, and he could not go to her room. 
The lady was much drunker than when she 
went into the room, and could not stand 
still. I could not arouse Miss Buckner, and 
eallid Mrs, Roth, who aroused Miss Buckner 
and sdmitted the lady. 

Mrs. Roth stated: “On the 28th of No- 
vember | was fiving at the St. Clair and act- 
ing as housekeeper. About 3 or 4. p. m., Mrs. 
Thompson came into the house; was drink- 
ing, and went to Miss. Buckner’s room, No, 
49. I saw nothing more until between ten 
and eleven, when John, the night watchman, 
came to me and said a lady wanted to get 
into Miss Buckner’s room,*and that he 
thought Miss Buckner was not in. I told him 
that she was in, and, afterrapping, { succeed- 
ed in arousing her. Mrs. Thompson was the 
lady who wished to enter, and was 
so drunk she could not stand without sup: 
o After she had gone I waited to see what 

iss Buckner wouldsay. She said: ‘I thonght 
you were going to the theater?’ Mrs. Tnomp- 
son said: ‘We did go, but left before it was 
over. Nothing more was said, nor did any- 
thing more happen that night. When I was 
coming to my room shortly after nine the 
watchman told me that the lady who was 
rooming with Miss Buckner had gone to No. 
19 with a gentleman, and that they were 
drunk. 

Mr. Roth stated: ‘‘Iam proprietor of ‘the 
St. Clair hotel. On the 28th of last Novem- 
ber a gentleman registered as H. Davis, Har- 
rodsburg, Ky., was assizned to room 19, on 
the same floor as No. 49, occupied by Miss 
Buckner. About nine o'clock, John, the 
watchman, came to me and said that the lady 
who roomed with Miss Buckner had gone into 
room 19 with a gentleman. I said, ‘Ali 
right, John, I will attend toit.’ I had heard 
that the parties were respectable people. and 
did not wish to act hastiiy, and as the hour 
was not very late, said nothing. I was busy 
with my books, and thy wife had gone away 
to allow me to work on the books. I heard 
talking in No. 19. Davis left the next morn- 
ing without taking his breakfast, though he 
had paid for it. -He brought no baggage to 
the St. Clair. Mrs. Thompson was among the 
first down to breakfast the next morning. 
She was haggard, and looked as if she had 
been on aspree. She paid her bill and left.”’ 
A sheet of the hotel register, containing the 
names of guests of November 27th and 28th, 
gives the name of H. Davis Harrodsburg, Ky. 
evidently in Dayis’ bandwriting. The state- 
ments haye been in Thompson’s posession for 
some time, he having, atthe request of Phil 
Dhompson, made the investigation. He says 
it was brought about bya letter from his 
brotherin Washington City, whosaid that 
. he has iearned from his wife that W. H. Da- 
vis had something todo with _ his wite’s dis- 
gracing berself in Cincinnati, and he wanted 
to know how farshe was criminal; that he 
avoided the investigation, fearing to know the 
truth, but feeling that his brother should 
know the facts he made the investigation 
with results as they stand. 

It is asinguiar coincidence that the fore- 
man and two members of this grand jury 
are men who were on the grand jury that 
refused to indict the Thompsons for the 
killing in November, 1873. It issaid that 
these men are now strenuously opposing 
any action. It is confidently asserted that 
mone will be returned. Davis’ friends ex- 
press great indignation, and say that such 
an unprecedented method of presenting ev- 
idence to a grand jury abolishes ajl law. 
Court is almost suspended,-and every word 
from the grand jury is caught with interest. 

CINCINNATI, May 3.—A special to the Com- 
mercial Gazette from Harrodsburg, Ken- 
tucky, says that the grand jury, yesterday, 
returned an indictment for murder against 
Hon. Phil B. Thempson, for the killing of 
Walter H. Davison April 27th. The indict- 
ment createsa surprise, although generally 


approved. The defendant and his friends 
expected the indictment to be for man- 
slaughter. 
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THE WoORKINGMEN. 


The lron Manufacturers and Amalgamated Associa- 
tion Arranging Their Scale. 

PittsptrG, May 3.—The iron manufac- 
turers and amalgamated association confer 
ence conimittees, met this evening for the 
purpose of arranging a scale of wages for the 
ensuing year. it is impossible to predict the 
outcome of the meeting, as both sides refuse 
to talk on the subject, but it is generally be- 
lieved that it will regultin astrike. This af- 
ternoon acall for an inter-state convention of 
miners to be heid here on May 15, was issued. 

A second conference of the lron Manufact- 
urers and Ama!yvamated association commit- 
tees, which was held this afternoon, lasted 
only fifteen minutes) President Jarrett, on 
behalf of the workmen, stated that no reduc- 
tion in wages would be accepted. The man- 


ufacturers nade no response, but moVed to 
adjourn sine die, which was done. Both 
committees held secret meetings later, 


but declined to divulge the proceedings. 
The workmen profess to believe’ that 
the manufacturers will withdraw their de 
mand for areduction before June ‘and that 
no strike will ensue. The manufacturers 
state that the workmen are mistaken and 
that if the reduction of ten to twenty per- 
cent is not acccepted the mills will shut 
down on June first and remain closed 
until the workmen come to terms. The man- 
ufacturers freely state that they expect a 
strike and have booked no orders for delivery 
after June lst. The feeling of the general 
public is gloomy. Nvarly a hundred thous- 
and men are employed in the mills of the 
west, including laborers, and their idlenes 
will greatiy increase the existing depression 
n trade. 


CROPS IN TEXAS. 


A Report om the General Outlook for Cotten, Cern, 
Wheat and Other Cropa, 

Sr. Lours, May 3.—The North Texas repor- 
ter for the national agricultural bureau makes 
the following crop report for May: Wheat 
is late, but looks welk Rye and barley show 
hardly an average. But little ef the former 


is sown. Native hay, our only spring 
pasture, is looking well. Corn 
is all planted, and has a good stand. 


Cotton is not all planted; some up, the stand 
will be good, having had rains lately. There 
will be less planted, owing to the low prices 
and scarcity of labor, particularly at picking 
time. Planters are behind with their spring 
planting. Spriog planting of all crops is 
about the same as last year. There will be a 
large crop of millet. Ourseason and planting 
this year are avout twenty days late, not- 
withstanding which the prospects are good, 
recent rains having given new life, and lan- 
ters are cheerful and hopeful.

THE STORY OF GAMBBETTA'S DO- 
MESTIC EXPERIENCES. 


His Meetirg With Mademoiselle Loni Lon and His 
Bubsequent Relations With Heg— An Iut resting 
Correspondenes of Ten Years—The Sons 
Alleged to Have Been Born to Him. 


New York, May 3.—A letter, which is in- 


ed, giving the true story of Gambetta’s love 
making. In 1870 M’lle Leonie Leon, then 
twenty years of age, came to live in Paris 
with her mother. She took the greatest in. 
terest in Gambetta’s career, believing him 
destined to fill the highest positions: At the 
end of the war she wrote Ictter after letter to 
her idol, begging for an interview, under the 
pretext that she had important communica- 
tions to make. Gambetta entered into a con- 
tinued correspondence with his clever disci- 
ple. The letters were followed by interviews, 
which gradually ripened intw friendship, and 
that again into a love which lasted uninter- 


ruptedly up to the moment of his premature 
death. Fora long while Gambetta had been 
anxious to ‘“‘regularize the position’’ of Leo- 
nie, as they say here. Several times he pro- 
posed to marry M’lle Leon, but-each time 
she distinctly refused, saying it was too late. 
“Ten years ago it would have been possible; 
but now, amid the jealousy and envy you 
provoke, marriage would be a drawback to 
your career. I sacrificed myself voluntarily 
to you; don’t marry me.” 

M’lle Leon is a tall, slight brunette, of dis- 
tinguished bearing and manner. She talks 
well, reads a great deal, and is extremely well 
educated. At present sheis living with her 
mother ina badly furnished apartment 01 
the fourth floor of No. 14 Rue Soufflot. Gam- 
betta, as everyoody knows, died intestate. 
His entire fortune, estimated at about 1,000,- 
000 frances, therefore went to his legal family. 
Until after his death the following fact was 
kepta secret even from Gambetta mos. 
intimate companions: At the begin- 
ning = of the friendship between 
M’lle Leon and himself, they agreed to write 
each otherdaily. Every night during a pe- 
riod of ten years Gambetta regularly wrote a 
long letter, giving Leonie his opinion upon 
the political, parliamentary and foreign 
events of the day. In fact, he wrote for her 
his memoirs from day today. On her side 
M’lle Leon sent daily answers, in which she 
discussed the smallest political details, and 
gave him advice, which was often asked 
and followed. In a letter written before 
the formation of what was called “the Great 
Ministry,’’ she prophesied the = short 
duration of the cabinet, and 
implored Gambetta not to fall into the trap 
which his enemies had laid for him. Beside 
rectifving the mistakes about M’lle Leon, the 
Figaro has also put an end tu the popular be- 
lief that Gambetta had a son or sons, as there 
were two boys connected with this legend. 
Leon Jouznot, who walked’ immediately be- 
hind the hearse on the day ef the funeral, was 
the son of Gambetta’s sister, Mad. Leris, by a 
former marriage. The second boy, who was 
often seen at Les Jardines, and whum Gam- 
betta visited in Germany, was the sun of a sis- 
terof M’lle Leon.

James Mullett was 
arraigned this morning on the _ charge 
of conspiracy to murder and pleaded 


guilty. William Moroney also pleaded guilty 
to the charge of conspiracy to murder.Several 
eather men charged with the same offense are 
expected also to plead guilty. Lawrence 
Hanlon was next arraigned on the charge of 
attempting to murder Dennis Field. He 
pleaded not guilty, and his trial was begun. 
{f true bills are found against Walsh, Sheri- 
dan and Tynan, it is understood the govern- 
ment will demand their extradition from 
America. 

The grand jury were sent back to recon- 
sider the case of Thomas Martin, a bit 
against whom they had rejected, and after 
deliberating for sometime, returned a true 
bill against him. ‘The grand jury have also 
found true bills against Edward O’Brien and 
Edward McCaffrey for participation in the 
murders of Cavendish and Burke.

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WILL THEY BE GIVEN UP? 


The Question of Extradition Gives Hise to Several 
Rumors—The Mew Missing. 

Wasuincton, May 3.—News of the indict- 
mentin Dublin to-day, of Sheridan, Walsh 
and Tynan, “‘Number One,” and suggestion 
from London that the British government 
would ask for their extradition, has caused a 
fiood of rumors that the demand has already 
been made upon this government for their 
extradition and speculation as to the results, 
Investigation shows that the British legation 
here has received no commauni- 
cation whatever from home government 
in regard to extradition of any Irish now in 
the United States, who have been accused of 
crime in Great Britain. So far as to day’sin- 
dictmeuts are concerned, extradition pro- 
ceedings must waitduecourse of mail and 
papers which cannot possibly reach here 
short of ten days. In regard to the action of 
this government, speculation is very busy 
and very positive, but until the case is ac- 
tually presented to the state department no- 
body gan domore than to speculate on re- 
sults. ) 

% NO DEMAND RECEIVED.

The Egyptians 


Have a Fight—Challomel'’s Reply 
avorabiy Kee. tved.

Ail Masonic insignia, together with lurarture 
and paintings, were destroyed. Among paint- 
ings were the portraits of all past grand mas- 
ters. The loss is mostly irreparable. 

Vienna, May 3—The lower house of the 
reichsrath yesterday adopted a bill fixing the 
minimum force of the Austrian landwebr, 
exclusive of that of Tyrol, at 138,000 men and 
authorizing the forn.ation of six regiments of 
landwehr cavalry. The measure will involve 
an iacrease in the military budget of one 
million florins. 

Carro, May 3.—A telegram hasbeen receiv- 
ed from Colonel Hicks repurting onthe 29:h 
ult., that be had an engagement with five 
thousand rebels. The battle which lasted a 
half hour,resulted in the defeat of the rebels, 
with five hundred killed, including a Lieu- 
tenant General of El Mahad,the false prophet 
andmany wounded. The Egyptian loss was 
slight. Colonel Hicks praises the gallantry 
of the Egyptian troops.

MEXICAN MATTERS. 


The Contract Let te Complete the Northwest Break~- 
water at Vera Oruz. 

City oF Mexico, May 3.—The government 
has made a contract with Buette, Caze & 
Co., of France, for harbur improvements at 
Vera Cruz. The northwest preakwater is to 
be compieted in five yearsand ail work is 
to be finished in twelve years. The. govern- 
ment will pay the contractors $10,047,000 
(Mexican silver dollars,) in weekly payments 
of $10,000, as the work proceeds. ‘The same 
contractors are constructing a canalin I‘rance, 
from Havre to Tancarville. They are repre- 
sented kere by M. Thiers, a prominent engi- 
neer and councillor general in France. 

Telegraphic advices from London state that 
holders of Mexican bonds were to meet yes- 
terday, Senor Carlos Rivis, who represents 
the interests of the Mexican governnient, 
having arrivea there. 

The Official Journaddén connection with the 
proposed fureign loan defends vigorously the 
financial policy of the government maintain- 
dng that it would be false economy to suspend 


{ the productive public works, especially the 


Tehuantepec railroad which: is of national 
importance, and is making satisfactory pro- 
gress siuce the government undertook its 
construction.

not swear any during his illness; he suffered 
very much and died a horrible death.. To 
further inquiries from his mother, Andy said 
substantiaily that John was well cared for 
during his last days; that he was ‘‘nicely put 
away,’ as he expressed it; that a doctor came 
to see him five times during four weeks. 

The above conversation teok place in the 
courthouse during court, and when@they 
thought Jailer Reno’s attention was directed 
from them. 

Andy also told his mother that John was a 
‘‘borrible looking corpse.”’ 

Whether the prisoner intended this to be 
heard by another is not known, although

PaniesStricken Chinamen Act Like Maniacs, and Sink 
a Steamer, 


San Francisco, May }.—The steamer Grap- 
pler was burned four miles off Seymour Nar- 
rows On Sunday night. The fire was discoy- 
ered by the engineer, and was. immediately 
reported to the captain. One hundred pas- 
sengers were abeard, principally Chinamen, 
and all were in bed. The engineer started the 
donkey and connected the hase.

The captain ordered all shot who refused to 
obey oiders.

down and carry them below. Others were 
putinirons, The fire was — and efforts 
fer its control were unavailable. The captain 
erdered the pilot, Franklin, to head the 
steamer for Vancouver shore and beach her.

LaGranor, May 3.—Whether liquor should 
be sold by the gallon in LaGrange was the 
issue tried in yesterday's election, The re- 
sult was a triumph for ths probibition party, 
their candidate for mayot, Mr. Harwell, re- 
ceiving 199 votes against 113 for Mr. Bull, the 
leader of the opposition. The candidates for 
members of the council ran about with their 
respective tickets.

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LEPROSY IN NEW YORK. 


The Dread ef the Lazarctte—Seme Wealthy Lepers. 
A Myeterious Case, 
From the New York Sun. 

Information farnished by leading derma- 
tologists induced the reporter to inspect the 
hospitals under the care of the commission- 
ers of public charities and correction. At 
the charity hospital on Blackwell's Island 
his search was successful. Two lepers were 
found in the skin ward, which is under the 
immediate charge of Drs. H. G. Piffard and 
F. R. Sturgis, members of the dermatological 
society. Pohey has induced the physician 
in charge of the hospital to keep the pres 
ence of leprous patients a profound secret 
from all but a few practitioners. Two more 
hopeless human beings it would be impossible 
to imagine than are these lepers on Black- 
well’s island. The younger of the two is 
Charles Evans. He is twenty-four years of 
age, Was born in Maryland, and lived in the 
Bermudas, where he is supposed to have con- 
tracted the disease. For two years he has 
been a hopeless invalid in the Charity hos- 
ital. His companion in misery is Peter An- 
derson, a Norwegian, twenty-six years of age. 
He came to America in eatly youth, and had 
never suffered from any sickness except 
measies and mumps. But he was of a leprous 
family, and seven years ago the dark spots 


made their appearance upon his knees and 
elbows. Another such pitiful spectacie as 


these two lepers, the stronger leading the 
more feeble-minded Norwegian, one would 
hope never Co see, 

Evans had several other cam)-anions in 
misery. The first was Charles Henckle, an 
aged German, seventy-one years of age. He 


had lived in Mexico, where he contracted the - 


disease early in life. He died on the 27th of 
November, 1881, at Biackwell’s island. Hhs 
case Was considered remarkable on account of 
his advanced years. Following Henckle were 
two Japanese lepers and a Chinaman. About 
two months ago Sackichi Niskawa was in the 
Charity hospital, He had been employed by 
the Ye-eve company of 47 Liberty street. One 
lay his friend, Boro Masa, of Umati Trading 


a 
company, 7 Mercer strect, noticed a cw on 
Sackith’s ‘grehead. He ascertained thet 


sackichi had other spots upon his body, and 
that his fingers were drawn up as if with par- 
alysis. Then he breathed his suspicions to 
his friend. Sackichi wanted to make an end 
of himself, and was with difficaitly restrain- 
ed. in his case the disease spread rapidly. 
He was examined ®y the physicians of the 
New York hospital, pronounced leprous, and 
sent to the Charity hospital on Blackwell’s 
island, where he remained some time, only 
leaving upon his return to Japan, where he 
now is. Sackichi was an edneated Japanese, 
who read and talked intelligently of many 
subjects. 

The Chinaman, whose name could not be 
ascertained, was afilicted with a very severe 
variety of the disease. He could pick upred- 
hotiron in his hands without feeling pain. 
This was one cf the leper Henckle’s character- 
He had been known to pick up hot 
metal without knowing it until he perceived 

hat his flesh was seared. 

A day or two later the reporter learned 
that another leper had been admitted to the 
hospital, and made another visitthere. Half 
a dozen men was playing cards in the skin 
ward, One of them was Evans, the leper. At 
the end of the room sat the despondent An- 
desson. He had been improving, but had 
been set back again by the appearance of the 
new patient, Adoiph Miller, who lay between 
sattron sheets, his head on a saffron pillow.

years ago he came here from Christiansted, 


St. Coix. He is a printer by trade. Since 
coming here he has lived in Watts street. 


About nine months ago the fatal spets made 
their appearance. He grew rapidly worse, 
could get no work, and finally, on the 14th of 
this month, when admitted tothe Charity hos- 
pital, was in a dying condition, 

The secluded cases of leprosy next claimed 
attention. After much inquiry it was learn- 
ed that the known cases were all more or less 
under the observation of the members of the 
Dermatalogical society, and from these gen- 
tlemen the following facts was ascertained: 
During the month of rebruary Pailadelphia 
was much exercised Over the report that a 
leper who had escaped from Hawaii was liv- 
ingin that city. ‘he exposure and conse 
quent fear of being shut up in some lazaretto 
caused the leper to take flight, and it wassup- 
posed that he 1d made his way into westera 
Canada. But tie supposition was altogether 
wrong, forthe nan isin New York, whither 
he came directly from ~hiladelphia. He is 
now within a pistol shot of the corner of 
Broadway and Thirty-second streets. His 
case presents many remarkable features. His 
name is kept a profound secret.. He is thirty- 
four years of age, was born in Honolulu, and 
resides there, oocasionally making trips to the 
states. His parents were natives of New Hamp- 
shire. By occupation a planter, he also filled 
a judicial position, and was a man of wealth 
aud influence among the natives and foreign 
population. He isa married man with a fam- 
About eight yeers ago he noticed the 
fatal dead spet of skin just above the knee. 
The spot spread slowly but steadily, and shoot 
ing sensations coursed through his limbs. 
then he lost sensation in his hands.

The April debt statement, says Mr. Carson, 
shows less than $3,000,000 reduction for the 
month, which is in marked contrast with the 
reduction made in April, 1882, whenthe pub- 
lic debt was decreased over $14,000,000. This 
comparatively unfavorable showing for the 
month just closed is due to the fact that the 
receipts compared with the same month of 
last year, fell off about $12,000,000, while the 
expenditures for last month exceeded those 
for April, 1882, by over $5,000,000, The larg- 
er ammount disbursed for pensions is account- 
able for this increase. For the first time for 
many rmoonths the expenditures exceeded the 
receipts, the excess of expenditures being 
about $400,000. 

The available cash balance is. in round 
numbers $155,000,000, against $140,000,000 on 
April i, a decrease of $5,000,000.

GOOD CUOKING. 

For several weeks the Augusta Chronicle 
has been engaged in an effort to reform 
and improve southern methods of cooking. 
Tue Constitvtion discussed this matter sev- 
eral months ago in connection with the 
subject of improved education for girls. 
We suggested then that the time had gone 
by when a girl's education should be or- 
namental merely. All the conditions have 
changed and the people must inevitably 
change with them. -A purely literary and 
ornamental education is weil> enough in its 
way, but no young women is fit to fill her 
proper sphere in life, or even in society, 
if she is ignorant of the practical details of 


housekeeping. : 

As a matter of fact not one girl in a thou- 
sand has a talent for the 
languages, . or for drawing, or 


for music. When such atalent manifests 
itself, it should by all means be cultivated; 
but even then there is no reason why a girl 
who has a special talent should be kept in ig- 
norance of the practical affairs of life, a 
knowledge of which lends grace and dignity 
to womanhood, There is greater necessity 
for such knowledge now than ever. 

Before the war the women who made the 
southern plantation homes the type of the 
highest hospitality were not only rich in 
the graces of culture, but were able to super- 
intend every detail of their kitchens. They 
knew what should be done and how to do it; 
they trained the finest cooks the world has 
ever seen. Their daughters, living under 
this bright and active dispensation, grew up 
to be all that was necessary under the condi- 
tion of affairs then existing. ) 

But that condition has changed. . The girls 
whoare growing into womanhood are com- 
pelled toface other contingencies besides 
those which spring from a desire to meet the 
demands of hospitality. Consequently, their 
education should embody, at least in part, 
matters of a thoroughly practical nature. 
They should be taught the art of housekeep- 
ing, because such knowledge is indispensable. 
They should be taught to cook not because 
they are to be cocks, but because such knowl- 
edge will enable them to make their homes 
happy. 

Few women, noiwithstanding their hard 
experience in this direction, realize the inti- 
mate connection that exists between the hup- 
piness of a household and the kitchen. Food 
that is unsavoury and ill-cooked brings with 
ita long train of evils, They are small evils, 
it is true, but they are persistent and 


oppressive in the long-run. Bad 
cooking ig in a sense ini- 


school, the seminary, or the college that in- 
troduces an improyement in this direction 
will confer a favor on society. 

In spite of this, however, the criticisms on 
southern cooking that are sometimes made 
by northern tourists are superficial and un- 
true. The bills of fare at the hotels do not 
represent southern cookery in any sense. As 
a general thing it is northern cookery of a 
very inferior kind. There are thousands of 
houses in Georgia where the culinary art is at 
its highest and best, but those who desire to 
enjoy its results need not seek for them in 
the hotels. 


But, instead of specially good cooking, 
we should like to see generally 
good cooking, and this can only 


be brought about by those who have the edu- 
cation of the girls ig, charge. It is much

It also repeated verbatim the first resolution 
— above of the convention in 1852, and then 


tesolved, finally, That there are questions con- 
nected with the foreign policy of this country which 
are inferior to no domestic,questions whatever. The 
time has come for the people of the United States 
to declare themselves in favor of free seas and pro- 
gressive free trade throughont the world, and, by 
solemn manifestations, to place their moral in- 
fluence at the si¢e of their successful example. 

1860. In 1860 both the Douglas and Breckinridge 
platforms reaffirmed the resolutions of 1856, quoted 
above. : 

1564. In 1864 the continuation of the civil war, 
which made imprudently high duties necessary to 
raise sufficient revenue, precluded the necessity o/ 
discussing the extrao dinary aad willing)y endur d 
burdens imposed by it ou the people of the north- 
ern states. and vothing was said about the tariff. 

1868. The demvucratic: convention of 168 de- 
manded— 

3. Payment of all the public debt of the United 
States as rapidly as practicable—all money drawn 
from the people by taxation, except so much as is 
requisite forthe necessitics of the government, 
economically administered, beiag honestly applied 
tosuch payment. * * * 

6. * * * A tariff for revenue upon foreign im- 
ports and such equal taxation under the internal 
revenue laws as will afford incidental protection 
to domestic manufactures, and as wil!, without im- 
pairing the revenue, impose the least burden upon 
and best promote and enourage the. great indaus- 
trial interest of the country. 

1872. In 1872 the democratic convention (so-called) 
at Baitimore—which was in fact a Greeley and not 
a democratic convention at all—did nut adopt any 
democratic resolutions, but indorsed the platform 
of the ‘liberal! republican” convention held at 
Cincinnati, which contained the following curious 
declaration. making the tariff ‘‘a local issue’’: 

° * g Weremit the discussion of the subject 
(protection and free trade) tothe people in their 
congressional districts and the decision of congress 
thereon, wholly free from executive interference or 
dictation. 

Lhis is the only hiatus in the chaia of assertion 


for revenue only. It resulted in the shameful de- 
feat of a candidate supported by the party in 7: 
ance alike of principle and of policy, In 1876 ; 
democratic convention spoke with no uncertain 
voice: 

We denounce the present tariff, levied upon 
nearly four thousand articles, as a masterpiece of 
injustice, inequality and false pretense. It yields 
a dwindling, mot a yearly rising revenue. It has 
impoverished many industries to subsidize a few. 
It prohibits imports that might purchase the pro- 
ducts of American labor. It has degraded Ameri- 


can commerce from the first to an interior rank 
on the high seas. It has cut down the sales 
of American manufactures at home 


and abroad end depleted the returns of Ameri- 
can agriculture—an industry followed by nalf 
our people. It costs the people five times more 
than it produces to the treasury, obstrucis the 
rocesses of production and wastes the fruits of 
abor. It promotes fraud, fosters smuggling, en- 
riches dishonest officials and bankrupts honest 
merchants. We demand that, all custom house 
taxation shall be only for revénue. 

1889. In the democratic platform of i880 the old 
doctrine wes tersely reproclaimed: 

‘Home rule; honest money consisting of gold, 
silver and paper convertible on demand; the 
strict maintenance of the pnblic faith, state and 
national,’and a tariff for revenue only.’’

The physical condition of the road has been much 
improved. Ailofthe cuts, where the foundation 
was bad, have been widened and drained, and the 
larger part of the road bed weil ditched, and the 
trestles built of inferior timbers filled. . 

Asisgenerally known, the company wss unable 
to meet the interest on its bonded debt falling due 
ju January last. Temporary relief from this em- 
barrassment is had by the purchase of the maiured 
coupons by parties friendly to the road. It is im- 
portant however, that arrangements should be 
mude at the earliest practicable time to psy off this 
liability, as well as tomeet those accruing on the 
first of July next. The management believes that 
after that time the next earnings of the road will 
be sufficieit to meet promptly the interest charges 
of the company. 

More than two-thirds of the grading has been 
done on the Greenwood, Laurens and Spartanburg 
railroad. Nothing,in the opinion of the manaze- 
ment, is of such vitalimporitance to the company 
as the early completion and operation of this line 
through to Spartanburg. The increase of busigess 
that would come to the Augusia and Knoxville 
road from this source would more than double its 
present earnings and put its future beyond con- 
tingency.

WHY GEORGIA 
SHOULD RAISEMULES. ~~ 


A Kentuckian Tells of the Wealth that Lies in the 
Much Abused Be: muda Grass—He Thinks That 
Mules Can be Raised With Great Profit 
im Georgia—The Matter of Cattle. 


A representative of Tux CoNsTITUTION met yes- 
terday in the city a man who has been very sticcess- 
ful in Kentucky raising mules. He was a soldier 
in the confederate army, but since the war has 
made a great success in raising mules in the blue 
grass region of Kentucky. He has been spending 
the winter in Florida, Being an acquaintance of 
Tue Con: TITuTIoNn man he called at the office. The 
two had not met since they were together in Cle- 
burne's division at Jonesboro. After talking about 
how the country had changed sitice the war and 
how uufamilia® sights now appear, especially 
around Atlanta and Chattanooga, the Kentuckian 
commenced conversation on a subject that is of 
great interest to the people of Georgia. The extreme 
modesty of the Kentuckian prevents the use of his 
name. His last injunction was: 

“While I have no objection to you publishing the 
facts as I give them to you, I do not want my name 
mentioned for various reasons.’’ 

He states a fact that is not generally known, that 
Georgia possesses materia] to make one of the best 
stock raising statesin the union, He said: 

“If lwasayoung man with my experience of 
mule raising, I would come to Georgia, locate in the 
middle of thestate on some of the plantations that 
are well setin bermuda grass, and would buy me 
thirty good brood mares in Kentucky and two first- 
class Spanish $acks I would then commence rais- 
ing mules here. There is more moneyinit in 
Georgia than thereisin the blue grass region of 
Kentucky. After the second year, say commencing 
with the third year, I would have an annuualincome 
from the sale of mules and make more net money 
than any man could make, on three times the capi- 
tal invested in the same business in Kentucky. 
Now, my reason for thisis as follows: | haygin- 
"vestigeted it andl know whereof I speak. his 
bermuda grass is a wonderful grass, and it is for the 
south just what the blue grass is forthe west. It 
will grow almost anywhere, requires very little at- 
tention, is very nutritious when green and makes 
the very best kind of hay. It 
stands the summer heat just as our blue grass 
stands the coid weather. Now that is all that can 
be said of the blue grass of Kentucky, Young 
stock and all kinds of stock love and eat it just 
as well as they do blue grass. With the same care 
and attention it will make as much hay to the 
acre, and bg have another advantage in Georgia 
in rye, barley and oats, for green pasturage dur 
ing the winter, that will supplement your pastur- 
ageand be that nuch ofan advantage over our 
Kentucky farmers,’’ 

‘Tnat makes a pretiy good showing,’’ remarked 
the CONSTITUTION man. 

.*Yes,’’ was the promptreply. ‘‘Now,gake thirty 
brood mares, foriusiance, You can safely count 
on twenty colts per year. At two years old they are 
worth $150 if they are from a first-class jaek. That 
makes three thousand dollars for your mules, and 
what does it cost? Almost nothing to raise them. 
If you don’t work yvour brood mares 
they require very little feed. 1t is better to work 
them some, however, than to let them run in the 
pastures all the time. ‘i herefore, all the horse work 
required on the place can be done by these brood 
mares, in sowing oats, planting corn and preparing 
pasture lands. If I were to engage init 1 would 
experiment in other grasses, and I woald certainly 
have enough Oats to feed through the winter’and rye 
tields for winter pasturage. ‘ In thesummer I wouid 
require nothing but the bermuda pasture to keep 
up the mares with youngcolts. I could certainly 
make enough to pay the expenses of my farm in 
other crops, and, therefore, have three thousand 
dollars a year protit. Now this cannot be cx- 
celied in Kentucky, aud I am astonished that it has 
never been tried in Georgia. The climate is just 
suited for youngmules, ‘They will flourish and 
grow better in this clumate than they willin ours, 
and when you get ready tosell them you wiil not 
have to go to the expense of shipping them all over 
the country,but you can market them right at home. 
In addition to that I tind that the Georgia 
mule hasa tine record for durabiity and sirength, 
and while theo are hotas large as the hentucky 
mule they sell equglly as welland the people know 
them beter. The reason that they arenot as large 
asour mulesis not on account of any superiority 
in paslurage but because we have the finest jacks 
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ever brought to america. It is not an 
uncommon thing to see a jack sell for five 
thousand dollars. A jack of that kind 


I suppose was never in Georgia. They are 
very large, and of course coits from such jacks are 
lurge and make large mules. ‘The size of the mule, 
therefore, can be regu!ated by the size of the jack 
and the mare. Sothey get plenty of green teed 
they do. notrequire anything else to make them 
large, able bodicd mules.”’ 

‘it seems from what you say that Georgia is sleep- 
ing over what might be a source of great reveuue to 
the people?’ 

“Yes, t have seen pasturage in Georgia going to 
was € that would be perfect paradise for mules up 
to two years old, and in fact 1 might say for mulcs 
ofany age. They will eat this bermuda grass closer 
to the ground thun any grass that grows, aud 1 
have heard of instances of farmers in middle Geor- 
gia, Who have been hard pushed in the wiuter for 
1orage for their plow stock, who have taken up the 
bermuda grass, Washed off the roots and fed the 
roots to their plow stock. This seems incredible but 
a gentieman, Colonel Warthen, of Washington 
county, ismy authority forthe statement. Heisa 
gentleman of integrity and he says the mules love 
it better than they do westeru buy, and that one 
season he tried it himself, und was successful in 
Keepilag up his stock because it was impossible to 
get any thing else to feedthem on. Now | would not 
advise feeding the roots but thut ought to be 
remedied by preparing uthber kinds of feed forthe 
winter So 4s to supplement the bermuda.’’ 
“Georgia certainly seems to have the advantage.”’ 
“Yes, but the great advantage in raising mules in 
Georgia is that you can buy tuis bermuda land for

Kentueky is worth. In oiher words you can buy 
twenty ucres ol bermuda land in 
(reorgia ior what one acre ol 


biue grasiJand is worthin Kentucky. Jl’robably ! 
put that too iow, but still, even at that price see 
what a margin there is. Now I say that for graz- 
ing the vermudais worth just as much to the mare 
and colt, thatis will lastas many months as the 
biue grass in Keutucky would, the only difference 


being that the bermuda ZTAssS 
must be grazed in the summer 
and fall and the blue grass in the winter aud 


spriag, but as to the actual value one acre of good 
berinuda grass in a gocd county in middle Georgia 
Will pasture as Many mules apd colis as an acre of 
blue grass land willin Kentucky. Now this seems 
to be rather strong, but if any man will test 
it he will ind that I don’t § miss 
it far. Now, ‘if you can get twenty 
acres in Georgia for what yon could get only one 
acre in Kentucky, it willnot require somuch mou- 
ey tobuy your pasture lands, and then, to, when 
your mules are ready for marketivg, you don’t 
nave torun allover the country to find a sale for 
them. You can getas good a marketiu an adjoin- 
ing county, or may be in your own county, as 
a Kentucky man willfinda thousaud miles from 
home, besides this is new and an enterprise that 
ought to be tried. I see that your farmers in south 
Georgia are shipping large pambers of catile to 
Tezas. This shows a want of enterprise on the part 
of yourfarmers. I assert it to be a fact, thatif these 
people who own these bermuda gruss lands in tnid- 
dle Georgia will go to the wire-gruss region of Geor 
gia aud buy upthese poor cattle at six, seven and 
eight dollars per head and put them on that ber 
muda grass land they wili make twice as much 
money as the men who are taking the catile to 
Texas to fatten them on the prairies. They can get 
from now until October jist as much as they can 
eat on this land, and it will fatten them just as 
quickly, When they get ready f-r market they can 
be marketed in Atanta, Augusta, Savannah and 
Charleston. Now see what would be saved—the ex- 
pcnsee from Albany to Texas, from Texas to Chica- 
ago and from Chicego to the places I have named. 
The beef will bethe same of course, Now, why 
don’t the people of Georgia turn their attention to 
gathering up thisstock pot only in South Georgia 
burarcund the towns and cities buy upalithis poor 
stock and putiton these bermuda landsand sell 
the beef in the fall of the year?”’
